The application form seeks information on name, 
address, nationality, income, decreased income and purchas- 
ing power as a result of depressed years, possible income, 
names of children under 21 with estimated increased con- 
sumption and other matters, all of which are designed to 
assist the government in fixing the amount of the dividend.

The covenant is an agreement between the applicant and | 
the government, whereby the applicant agrees to work for| 


and assist the government in every way.

Alberta Citizens’ Registration Covenant

In return for my agreement, I understand that the Al- 
berta Government covenants and agrees as follows 

1—To establish, as early as possible, and maintain a 
just rate of wages with reasonable hours of labor. 

2—To grant interest-free loans in Alberta Credit on 
such terms and security as shall be mutually agreed upon, | 
not exceeding 2% for administration charges, for the build- | 
ing of a home or the establishment of a registered citizen 
in his own enterprise if conducive to the economic require- 
ments of the province. 


3—To give monthly dividends to all registered Alberta 
citizens, and to increase the same as the total production of 


the province will allow. 
4—To redeem when possible, Alberta credit with Cana- 


dian currency for the purpose of allowing the member to |

Protect Power Consumers 
An Editorial 


E aldermanic investigation into the recent breakdowns 
at the Civic Power Plant shows clearly the futility of 
attempting to place the blame on employees at the plant. 


The men, for the most part, are tried and true serv- 
ants of unquestionable loyalty, with many years’ of serv- 
ice to their credit. The trouble is that machinery wears 
out, and many of the men are operating machines ren- 
dered obsolete by time and uncertain through wear and 


tear. 


USINESS men and industrialists in the city are liable to 

have their operations further jeopardized unless steps 
are taken to ensure continuance of power supply. The same 
outworn machinery that caused the power breaks last 
May is liable to cause further breakdowns. 


As a matter of business prudence, and as an insur- 
ance against similar disruptions of service until modern 
equipment can be purchased and installed, the city should 
make arrangements with the Calgary Power Company for 
connection with its power lines, without further delay. 

ERE was no need for the power equipment of the city 

to fall into a state of obsolescence. The utilities of the 
City of Edmonton have returned rich profits yearly. Pro- 
vision was made for setting aside a portion of the profits 
for the replacement of the equipment as it wore itself out. 
Unfortunately these funds have been diverted from their 
intended use, to other purposes, to the detriment of the 
plant and the loss of consumers of electric power. 


Until such time as steps are taken to finance and in- 
Stal needed modern equipment, the Council owes it to itself 
and to the citizens to see that consumers are protected 
against a repetition of the losses of May 26, 27 and 28 last.

Premier Aberhart has adopted from the late 
Silvio Gesell 

In its issue of July 16, it editorializes as 
follow 

“Mr. Aberhart has recently adopted a modi- 


fied form of Silvio Gesell’s proposal, which was 
to issue currency intended to stimulate con- 
sumption, and induce the holders to spend it by 
taxing them if they didn’t. Mr. Aberhart’'s 
policy has taken the form of issuing Bonds 
which he intends shall be used in the same way 
as currency and bank-credit. Recipients who 
do not spend their Bonds will be obliged to buy 
stamps to maintain their validity at full token- 
purchasing-power. Such obligation will recur 
periodically, so that a holder who hoarded his 
Bond long enough would ultimately find thet he 
had bought it; or, in other words, had been 
taxed on account of it to its full face value. The 
Bonds are not being distributed gratuitously; 
they are being paid as subventions towards 
salaries and wages, official and otherwise.” 

Discussing a reported refusal of the Canadian 
Bankers’ Association to accept the Bonds as 
valid deposits, it says: 

“This means that industrialists will be un- 
able to accept them as valid payment for goods 
or services; and in fact the retailers’ associa- 
tions in Alberta are reported to have given 
notice to that effect. This creates for Mr. Aber- 
hart the problem of deciding whether to break 
down their resistance, and if so how to do so. 
Theoretically he could pass legislation imposing 
penalties on persons—-consumers, producers, 
and bankers alike—who refused to accept the 
Bonds in the way intended. 
Alberta would not stand for the punishment of 
persons for refusing to supply real wealth for 
worthless paper. The penalties would have to 
be levied in the first instance on those persons 
who were making that paper worthless, namely, 
the bankers what bankers? The real 
culprits are outside Alberta, and a long way 
outside—as far as Ottawa, not to speak of Lon- 
don, much less Basle. Mr. Aberhart’s writ can 
only run in the Province, where its execution 
would be seen to be unjust. It cannot run out- 
side the Province where its execution would be 
just.”

“The “New Age” professes to see close 
parallels between the Aberhart Bonds and the 
Marang Notes to which the Bank of Portugal 


took exception. It quotes extensively from the 
Waterlow Judgment, in which the Privy Coun- 
cil in 1931 held Waterlow and Sons liable to

There is, happily, no disposition either by 
the banks or the federal government to inter 
with the interesting experiment Premier 
Aberhart is making.

Sunburn 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

The summer sun is now flooding the earth 
with the full force of its heating and healing 
rays. Sunlight is essential to life, but too much 
at one time, when one is not prepared for it, 
may be harmful. 

The ultra violet rays as absorbed by the 
skin are the ones responsible 
for sunburn and inasmuch as 
these are cold rays, it is pos- 
sible for them to reach the 
skin without your being 
aware of it. For example, on 
a cloudy day, when the 
warmth of the sun is entirely 
lacking, you can nevertheless 
be severely burned, inasmuch 
as enough of the ultra violet 
rays will strike the skin to 
cause the characteristic burn- 
ing. The heat rays of the sun do not cause 
burning as the burning is produced by these 
cold rays. This explains why you could be 
severely sunburned when you are on top of a 
mountain in zero weather. 

One of the characteristic features of this type 
of skin injury is that the redness does not ap- 
pear until several hours later; therefore, you 
can not hope to judge whether you are sun- 
burned or not during the early part of the ex- 
posure period. 

It is evident that people vary in their sus- 
ceptibility to sunburn, and the ease with which 
the skin is injured depends upon its thinness, 
delicacy and light coloring. The blond, having 
a delicate, fair skin will burn far more readily 
than the brunette with a heavier and darker 
skin 

Most of the severe sunburns occur with those 
just going on vacation who are over enthusiastic 
about staying in the sun the first day or two. The 
skin is unaccustomed to such exposure and has 
not yet had time to protect itself by tanning. 
Many vacationists make the mistake of trying 
to get a deep mahogany tan the first day and do 
not realize that sunlight, like other things, is 
best taken in moderation at first. 

The average sunburn is a first degree burn, 
the skin showing a fiery red and appearing tense 
and swollen. The extreme burning sensation 
which appears may make the patient so uncom- 
fortable that he is unable to sleep at night. In 
severe cases, the affected area becomes edema- 
tous, that is, fluid collects as though the patient 
had dropsy. A little later, the skin itches and 
then peels. 

When you wish to tan the skin, expose the 
uncovered skin for only a short time and then 
gradually lengthen the time of exposure each 
day. In that way the skin’ will tan slowly, 
without any sensation of burning. Do not make 
the mistake of lying in direct sunlight dressed 
in a bathing suit and then going to sleep. Be- 
fore taking a nap, cover up with a robe or 
blanket 

The ultra violet rays of the sun are benefi- 
cial in helping your body to make good use of 
calcium, thus building strong bones and teeth. 
However, neither the sun burn nor the tan are 
in themselves beneficial. In fact the tanning of 
the skin is in itself a protective measure, de- 
signed keep the ultra violet rays from 
penetrating the skin. In other words, the one 
who is darkly tanned and who stays in sun for 
hour will not receive the same amount of 
ultra violet as the one who is not tanned at all 
and stays out for the same length of time. 

If you do become burned, apply carron oil, 
which is a mixture of lime water and linseed 
oil. This is obtainable at any drug store and 
will keep the air away from the skin. As soon 
as the carron oi] is applied, considerable relief 
will be felt. However, the wisest plan is to 
avoid too strong a dose of sunlight and thus 
prevent sunburn in any degree. The one follow- 
ing that plan will be sure to avoid the painful 
discomfort experienced by the one who is care- 
le enough to expose the skin for too long a 
time at first

PATCHING PLASTER CRACKS 
By Roger B. Whitman 

In a new house, plaster walls are 
ery likely to crack with the settle- 

ent of the house to a solid sup- 
port. It is not worth while to patch 
these cracks when they first appear, 
for cracking will continue until set- 
tlement is over. To learn whethet 
a crack is growing, make a pencil 
mark at its tip end; if after a month 
the crack has not extended beyond 
the mark, you can consider that 
cracking is over. To patch a crack, 
cut into it with a knife, to widen it 
ufficiently for a patch to be forced 
in. While you are doing this, make 
the crack wider at the bottom than 
it is at the surface, so that the hard- 
ened patch will hold itself in place 
Fill the crack with patching plaster, 
which is ordinary plaster combined 
with something to slow down 
time of hardening. 
self hardens too quickly to permit it 
to be worked. Adding a little glue 
to the water will slow down the 
time of hardening. Before you put 
in the patch, wet the old plaster so 
that water in the patch will not be 
drawn out, The patch is forced in 
with a putty knife, and the surface 
smoothed before the plaster has 
hardened. If you paint the wall, the 
new patches should first be given a 
coat of shellac to keep the paint 
from being discolored by the fresh

For Young Criminals 


A farm-home corrective institution, where young delin- 
| quents could receive individual attention, is one of the great- | 
| est needs of Canada today, said Professor H. E. Smith, pro- 
fessor of criminology and psychology at the University of 
Alberta, in an interview with a Bulletin reporter. 

Despite the fact that Canada has some of the most ad- | 
vanced social legislation of any country in the world, it is | 
behind both England and the United States in prison system | 
and treatment of criminals, Professor Smith said. 


KEEPS RECORDS 
The Professor, who has the re- 


cord and case history of every! 
juvenile arrested by the police in) 
Edmonton in the last five years, has 
been making an intensive investi- | 
gation into criminal psychology, | 
and expects to publish a series of | 
articles on the subject in the fall. | 

“My, own feeling is that time) 
spent in jail is wasted,” said Dr. | 


Smith. “It does no good. Short 


jail sentences make it impossible 


to even properly analyse the crim- 


inal, and the group system we use 


makes no attempt to do this. Many 
of the prisoners take their jail sen- 
tences as a matter of course—as a 
penalty they expect to pay for be- 
ing caught 

“On the other hand, in some cases 
it does deter. But the ideal system 
is the indeterminate sentence sys- 
tem. This is becoming more and 


| more popular with criminologists 


The parole system now used exten- 
sively by the U.S.A. would be 
satisfac‘ory, if parole board mem- 
bers were above suspicion 

“With this system a person who 
is convicted of committing a crime 
is sentenced to an institution. Here 


he will be examined and watched | 


by psychologists and men trained in 
es imating human nature 


LIKE HOSPITAL 


“He will be treated much as a 
person who is sent to a ho pital 
with a disease of some kind. For, 
generally speaking, crime is the 
result of a diseased condition of the 
mind It may result from a mo- 


mentary derangement, or lapse, or | 


it may be the result of a permanent 
defect 

“Once in the prison, he will be 
examined and the psychologist will 
attempt to determine what was the 
reason for his misbehavior. He will 
be kept under observation in ex- 


actly the same manner as a medical |

that he is cured and can cafely be

In 
the bastille you can sleep when you want to or sing “Frankie 
and Johnnie” at 3:00 a.m. without much personal danger. 


The Eleanor Holm Jarrett affair is of course a case 
in point, but there have been a score of lesser incidents 
of a like nature. For instance, when the liner carrying 
the American team docked at Le Havre the other day 
no athlete was allowed to go ashore, despite the fact the 
ship was in port for 16 hours..
